PaEsraviNG Fnoin and Meal. — The Louisville 
Journal some weeks since, contained the follow- 
ing notice of a new plan for preserving flour, 
meal, dm,, from becoming sour in the barrel, 
from heating, and which consists in introducing 
a tube of thin sheet iron, three inches in diame- 
ter and open at both ends, through tho entire 
length of tho barrel — thus admitting of a thor- 
ough ventilation of the contents. The Louis- 
ville Journal says the invention has been thor- 
oughly tested, and its usefulness established. 

"Our fellow citizen, L. T. Thustin, of the 
firm of Thu-tin <fc Co., is one of the proprietors 
,,f the patent, and on the 1st of .August last lie 
put up several barrels of meal iu this form, 
which were shipped to New Orleans. A part of 
that shipment has recently been returned lo this 
city for the examination or those who feel an in- 
terest in the matter. We have seen this meal, 
and have eaten bread made of it, and we cannot 
detect the least appearance uf change in the 
quality, and in every respect it appears as fro -h 
and sweet as when taken from the mill. 

"Shipments have also been made toLivcrpool, 
South American ports, and California. 

"From estimates deemed ndiable, we learn 
that the loss 00 sour Hour and damaged com in 
the United States equals the sum of $.*>,<)00,000 
annually. In the port of New York alone there 
are not ' less than 500,000 barrels of flour con- 
demned annually as sour."

Cabrot- roa JRlk and IIltteu. — It is only a 
few years since we had various recommendations 
for coloring butter ton deep yellow, by grinding 
up and miking in the pulp eft he orange carrot, 
but Ihe best way that we found for irivinir the 
carrot color, was to passthe-e roots first through 
the cow. We have, with nothing more than 
an average decent cow, made seven pounds of 
butter, in the depth of winter, besides using a 
small portion of the milk daily on Jhe table. — 
This was accomplished by the use of about a 
peck and a halt ofthc white variety per day.— 
We hope such of our readers as can, will experi - 
meat in the use of this root, the present winter, 
and let us know the result.— Country Gentleman. 



Leavkas a JlASir.n — The Boston Cultivator 
sayst Leaves arc valuable as manure and as bed 
ding for animals, They answer as go*Hl a pur- 
pose for litter as straw, and this is worth hens 
$15 a ton. We do not mean to say that leaves 
will last as long, but while they do last they 
are as good. Vast qualities might be collected 
at little expense. A farmer iu this vicinity 
keeps several men and a team employed for sev- 
eral days every year, af.er the fruit and forest 
trees have shed" their foliage, gathering and 
storing leaves. They are used as litter for 
horses, cattle and swine. He says the manure 
that is mixed with leaves is so much better 
than that mixed with straw, that the differ- 
ence can be perceived iu corps to which it is 
applied.

Lynch Law inMarh-osa. — Jack Roarki: Hum) 
by the People. — In the California papers re- 
ceived by the Star in the West, we find the fol- 
lowing: 

The citizens of Mariposa were all, last week, 
in a state of great excitement, in consequence of 
the murder of a man named James Bering, a 
tall, fine looking Kefituckian, by a one-eyed 
gambler, known 111 many parts of the State as 
Jack Koarke. Uoring went to Mariposa from 
the neighborhood of Souora about the middle of 
last week. He became intoxicated on Saturday 
evening, and was taken by Roarke and put to 
bed iu the El Dorado. Next morning he missed 
some money, (about $1 lift,) which was in hi, 
p.icket the" evening previous. During Sunday 
ami Monday he made some inquiries to discover 
the thief, and from facts bafauie convinced that 
Roarke was the person. Roarke previous to 
the robbery of the money, had lepre-onied him 
self as being broke, ami this was pretty gener- 
ally received by his associates as true. After 
the events of Saturday evening he appeared to 
have some funds, and was betting rather freely. 
On Tuesday nu. ruing he and two others wore 
sitting iu the El Dorado saloon, wheu Doling 
entered, and insinuated that Roarke had robbed 
him. Roarke said that he must, not make any 
insinuations against him; and that he was toon 
Well known in Mariposa, and that if he did make 
any insinuations he would shoot the top of 
his head off. The decea-ed replied that if he 
took the top of his head off he would have to 
take the bottom with it. He then rose from the 
table where he was silting, drew his pistol, cock- 
ed i', anil presented il in the direction of Roarke. 
Mctieal immediately stepped between them, 
caught the pistol of the deceased, and pointed 
it up, when Roarke reached round Mr. McOreal, 
and shot Uoring, while held by the other. — 
After receiving a mortal wound. Holing fired at 
Koaike. who was living, JmI Diiesed him? Hot- 
tog died, and Roarke was arre-ted and confined 
in the county jail. The people were very much 
excited against the murderer at that time, but 
their indignation slumbered until Saturday last, 
when the agent of Adams A Co. reported th at 
Jack Roarke was taken from the jail by a lar^e 
crowd of the citizens, and hung until dead,' on 
a tree just outside the limits of the town. 

A n eye w i ! ness adds: • 

'* Arrived at the gallows, he ascended the plat- 
form with the rope about his neck, made a brief 
address, iu which he denied the truth of the re- 
ports of having previously killed a number of 
men as fabrications, together with some other 
charges which had been industriously circulated 
to bis prejudice, declared his regret in not being 
allowed a trial by law, returned thanks to the 
Sins iff and party "for their efforts to retain him 
in legalfcustody, and with the expression of 
"God bless my soul!" submitted, and was 
hung.' 



My-terioes Fire a-id Death. — 'flfe learn from 
tin l a lucah American that on Sunday morning 
lasE.il large stable filled with hay and grain, be- 
loniring to F. D. Patton, of that city, was discov- 
ered to boon fire, and at the time of the discov- 
ery was almo-t entirely consumed. A large 
amount of provender was consumed with the 
stable, after the fire the body of a human being, 
(grown) was discovered in the smouldering em- 
bers, and was dragge out — the flesh was almost 
entirely burnt up, and although some of it in a 
crisped state Still hung to the bones, still it was 
impossible to recognise the individual or even 
to tell the sex. Various suppositions arc of 
course indulged iu but the most general impres- 
sion is that the person had been murdered and 
carried to the stable and the building set on 
fire to consume the body. 



Robert M. Graham Sent to State Prison. — 
Yesterday, Robert M. Graham, convicted of the 
murder of Charles Loriiig. at the St. Nicholas 
Hotel, was removed from .the City prison and ta- 
ken to Sing Sing,. to serve out the Seven years 
imprisonment for which he was sentenced by 
Judge Mitchell.

and temple beaten in, and perfectly lifeless.^-" 
Hammond lay beside her, with his arm about 
her person, apparently indifferent or uncon- 
cioiis of the deed he had committed: He had, 
while under the influence of the rum-fiend, 
killed his wife by blows and kicks.

Fire and Loss of Life. — The residence of Mr. 
T. A. Peters, of the town of Union, in Boone 
county, Ky., took fire last Wednesday night in 
consequence of a defect in the flue.

It is feared, with too good cause, that 
the poor boy was consumed with the building.

New YxjM'n D»v ,t Washington. — The firs', 
day of the new year, at Washington was an unusu- 
ally gay one. A letter to the Baltimore San do 
scribes biiefly the scene at the White House and 
the mansions of distinguished, characters: 

"According to custom, the diplomatic corps 
assembled at the President's house about eleven 
o'clock, and paid their respects to the President 
of the United States. These ceremonies were 
preceded bv visitations from the officers of the 
army and navy, in full uniform, which nearly 
occupied the entire hour up to noon. 

"At twelve o'clock precisely <,he principal 
doorsof the mansion were thrown open, and be- 
tween that and three P M., at least ten thous- 
and people of all classes, of all political prefer- 
ences and religious creeds, crowded and paid 
their re pects to the universally e-'.eemod Chief 
Magistrate. President Pierce received all in 
that unostentatious, heartv manner which has 
ever characterized him. The Marine Band per- 
formed many appropriate airs in their usually 
fine style, while the entire police force," genteely 
a'tired 111 citizen's dress, used their best exer- 
tions to facilitate the ingress and egress of the 
vast multitude. 

"The mansion of the Hon. Secretary of State 
was densely thronged. Good cheer, rich furni- 
ture and magnificent boquet-s of flowers gratified 
the senses. 

"The Secretary of the Treasure - scorned to be 
the next on the list of visitors. There all received 
a plain Western welcome. 

"From the hour of opening until four o'clock 
the hospitable dwelling of the Postmaster Gen- 
eral was dcnwely thronged by citizens, all of 
whom seeniod highly delighted; 

"The dwellings of Senator (Vice President) 
Bright and the Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives (Linn Boyd) were also crowded. 
Thesj gentlemen and their families are much 
esteemed here.' ' 



Congressional. 

Washington, Jan. 2. 

II"; -E. — A message was received from the 
President giving reasons for vetoing the river 
and harbor bill. Owingto the late day at which 
the bill was received, it became necessary to 
state his objections, announcing at the same 
time his purpose to resume the subject for more 
deliberate discussion at the present session of 
Congress. He concedes that the two House* of 
Congress are entitled to an expression of the 
considerations which induced him to dissent 
from their conclusions. No such expression as 
"internal improvements" is Mund 111 the Con- 
stitution, and it has not sufficient meaning to be 
of any value. He proceeds to examine the va- 
rious clauses in that instrument, under which 
power for a system of internal improvements is 
claimed, and conies to the conclusion that there 
is no such specific power for such works, and 
no provision broad enough to cover them. Con- 
gress can only construct such works as may be 
necessary to carry out the specific plan of im- 
provement or navy ability of livers and harbors 
necessary for military or naval purpo-es. The 
me-s:ige is a long oiie, and the President con- 
cludes by urging the policy of confirming ap- 
propriations by General Government, to works 
necessary to be constructed, and leaving all oth- 
ers to individual enterprise, or to separate States, 
to be provided for out of their resources, or by a 
recurrence to the provi-ions of the Constitution, 
which authorize Congress to give their consent 
for improvement of harbors. 

ill". Philips moved that the message be laid 
on the table, and printed. 

Mr. Havens suggested that it be referred to 
the committee of the whole, and it was so refer- 
red. 

Mr. Wcntworth, of Mass., reported a bill pre- 
venting the introduction into die United Siates 
of foreign criminals and paupers.

Mr. Brondhettd endeavored to get the .soldier 
bounty land bill before the Senate; but on motion 
of Mr. Cass, i; was made the special order for 
nxot Thursday. 

The Judical Reform bill was taken up. 

Mr. Voung offered to amend by making the 
bill read eleven instead of ten Circuit Judges, 
in order to give California one; which was 
agreed to. 

Mr. Douglass explained his substitute, which 
provides for a Court Of Appeals, compo-cd of 
six Judges, in addition lo the judge having the 
original jurisdiction; also for rotation, so that iu 
nine years each of the judical districts shall be 
tilled by new men. 

Mr. Cass was iu favor of keeping flic judges 
in contact with the people, and that thojudges 
iu a district should always set together. He 
thought the Supreme Judge should be confined 
to the Supreme Court at the seat of government, 
and said he was opposed to their considering 
anything concerning a case, beyond the record. 

Mr. Geyer said he was opposed to the central- 
ization of the judges concerning their circuits, 
and he moved to strike out the first section, iu 
order to list the sense of the Senate on the in 
crease. 

Mr. Clayton hoped 110 test vote would be 
taken at this stage of the proceedings, and the 
Senate then adjourned until Tuesday. 

House. — Napoleon Bonapart Gibbons, the new 
delegate from Nebraska', appeared and took his 
scat. 

Mr. Stanton, of Ky., from the printing com- 
mittee, moved that 20,000 extra topics of the 
President's mes lage on the late river and harbor 
bill be printed, which was agreed to. Yeas, 
ttf; nays, 51.
